1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the inclusion of legal 
phraseology "means". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4,6-9,11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ojima et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,201 ,81 0) in view of Jolivet (European Patent No. 
1 ,099,579). Ojima et al disclose a window shade 1 2, a winding shaft 1 1 , a guide 1 4, a 
tension rod 13, a flexible elongated actuating element 18a,b, and a drive 20. While 
Ojima et al do not disclose the window shade as being supported under a covering with 
a cover pivotally supported thereon, Jolivet discloses a window shade which employs 
the use of a pivotally mounted cover 29,31 ,33, wherein, to incorporate this teaching into 
the window shade of Ojima et al for its explicit purpose of storing the window shade 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

3. Claims 5 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure: Torres et al, Brunnert et al, Schlecht et al '307, '929, '599.
